The difference in 
the amount’ to be paid by the two com- 
panies is explained by the fact that the 
Union Pacific read does more business 
for the United States than the Central 
Pacific, and in consequence, the retained 
compensation makes yp the difference in 
the aggregate amount carried to the 
sinking fund’on accountof thatcompany. 

The decision of the supreme court will 
compel the two companies to pay an- 
nually into the treasury about four mil- 
lions of dollars—an amount suflicient to 
pay off at maturity the entire issue of 
first mortgage bonds, and in the meanwhile 
to keep up the interest accruing on 
them. The government will then have 
a lien upon an unencumbered road, which 
will be ample security for its entire claim. 
The intention of the managers of the 
two companies clearly was to let the road 
be sold under the first mortgage, when 
they would bid it in at just enough to

In commenting yesterday upon the in- 
teresting monograph upon quarantine 
read before the state medical association 
by Dr. J. C. LeHardy, of Savannah, the 
pressure upon our columns would not 
permit us to pursue the subject, or to 
review the conclusions of the pamphlet. 
The question is a vital one to the people 
of a large section of the south, but in the 
haste that attends the preparation of 
matter for a daily newspaper, even 
an effort at elaboration, would be hope- 
less. Wemade no such effort, and in 
order to put upon record the impres- 
sions and suggestions to which Dr. Le 
liardy’s pamplhilet have given rise, we are 
compelled to discuss the subjeet in a 
manner too disjointed perhaps to admit 
of proper emphasis. 

In antagonizing Dr. LeHardy’s position 
in the matter of quarantine, we have no 
intention of even seeming to call in ques- 
tion his great attainments as a physician, 
tfe is not only this, but he has a technical 
and special knowledge of yellow fever 
quite exceptional; but with respect to 
the general origin of yellow fever epi- 
demies, their course and extent, the non- 
professional man who reads has the op- 
portunity of knowing precisely as much 
asthe expert who writes. With the special 
and technical knowledge of Dr. LeHardy 
@we have nothing to do, but we do insist 
that his position as to the futility of quar- 
antine is supported neither by his argu- 
ments nor his citations of authorities. 
We insist, however, that Dr. LeHardy 
himself, in spite of his arguments, is in. 
favor of quarantine, and that he so re" 
cords himself when he approves and 
recommends the thorough sanitation of 
all vessels arriving at ports exposed to 
infection. Our knowledge of yellow fever 
is confined to general facts. We know it
